It 
is their duty to state this clearly 
but in practical terms. 


Why the Veto? 

Why the veto included in the 
United Nations chater? When the 
war ended, nations wished to set 
up what might be likened to a 
mediation board to which interna- 
tional issues should be submitted. 
Charged with responsibility to 
take effective action where neces- 
‘sary was a groupe of eleven na- 
tions. called the Security Council. 
But for such action it would be 
necessary to get the consent of all 
five permanent members, the 
United States, Russia, Great 
Britain France and China. In ef- 
fect, other nations could compel 
the United States to become in- 
volved in conflict unless it had the 
power to veto such a decision. 
With the veto, any of the major 
powers could be forced into action 
if the others so voted. Had the 
veto not been written into the 
charter it is extremely doubtful 
whether congress would have per- 
mitted the United States to join 
the United Nations. It is doubtful 
whether other nations would have 
permitted their hands to be tire. 
Presumably, there would have 
been no United Nations, an or- 
ganization that with its evident 
deficiencies is a practical step to- 
wards world peace today. Can the 
people of America, merely by 
joining the World Federalists, re- 
move the veto? Or does it not ap- 
pear that other nations must be 
persuaded that their interests can 
only be served by settling imme- 
diate political differences? World

For the purpose of maintaining 
and constructing the highways in 
Massachusetts, the department of 
public works has _ established 
seven districts which are operated 
by district offices in Pittsfield, 
Greenfield, Worcester, Cambridge, 
Beverly, Taunton and Middleboro 
under the direct supervision of 
the chief engineer of the division 
of highways. 


The Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts can scarcely be com- 
mended for the state of its roads. 
From 1894 to 1935, the average 
of construction or reconstruction 
was 103.6 miles per year. From 
1935 to 1941, inclusive, an aver- 
age of only 34 miles per year was 
constructed or reconstructed. Dur- 
ing the war all construction was 
virtually at a standstill, and from 
1942 to 1946 only eight miles 
were constructed or reconstructed 
per year. 

The decline in the development 
of the state highway system can 
be attributed in part to the diver- 
sion of the highway fund in part 
to the rapid increase in motor 
vehicle travel, in part to the in- 
creased cost of labor and material, 
and in part to the curtailment of 
highway construction during 
World WarlIl. Asa result of this 
decline we have in Massachusetts 
(in rough figures) 160 miles of 
state highways which are over 30 
years old, nearly 600 miles 
which are between 20 and 30 
years old, 1,050 miles between 10 
and 20 years old, and only 170 
miles which are less than 10 years 
old. 

Since the normal life of a high- 
way is generally considered to be 
20 years, many miles of our high- 
ways are well beyond this age 
limit. 

Many plans are in process for 
improvement of our highways and 
this is a thing devoutly to be 
wished. The $100,000,000 pro- 
gram of Gov. Bradford was not

GUIDE TO FIRE SAFETY 


W. E. Mallalieu, general manager of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, recently announced that the 1949 edition 
of that organization’s national building code has come off the 
press. It is to be distributed to municipalities, building offi- 
cials, schools, libraries, and so on. The first code appeared in 
1905, and this marks the sixth revision. 

The purpose of the code is to make our buildings safe, 
and it is a composite of the views and experience of fire pro- 
tection engineers, the building industry, and others. 
*Mallalieu’s words, ‘It is a practical approach to the building 
code problem, because it will encourage a large amount of 
standardization; approved American standards and nationally 
recognized standards of trade associations have been widely
